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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regard to claims 6 and 10, neither Umehara et al (US 5,691,581) nor a 
combination with the prior art made of record renders obvious to a head stack 
assembly further having following features: a second aperture has a V-shaped edge for 
aligning a pivot member, and a portion of the carriage is extruded into a first aperture, 
and the portion extruded from the carriage pushes the pivot member to the V-shaped 
edge of the second aperture when the pivot member is inserted into the second 
aperture and the first aperture. These features make it possible to assemble the head 
gimbal assembly on the carriage without using the external positioning jig.
